A new $17,000,000, privately fi- 
nanced blast furnace and related 
facilities were announced today by 
Henry J. Kaiser for speedy con- 
struction at the Kaiser Steel plant 
at Fontana. 





Fontana thus will supply basic 
metallics needed to meet acute 
shortages in the west and in the 
nation.

If the other council members 
challenge this, Russia would then 
use the veto again to override 
their challenge. Under the U. N. 
charter, the veto does not apply 


to questions of procedure, but does 
apply there a difference 
among the big powers over wheth- 
er a question is procedural.

PARIS (#)—The western pow- 
ers sent the Berlin crisis to the 
security council today and British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
immediately expressed fear it 
might wreck the United Nations. 

In Berlin, a Russian-controlled 
}-newspaper echoed his words, say- 
ing that if the western powers 
| force a U. N. debate on Berlin “a 
wedge will bé@ driven into the U. 
N. which may split the entire 
world organization”. 

If such a thing should come to 
pass and if the “black fury” of 
atomic war should follow, Bevin 
told the United Nations assembly, 
the fault would be Russia's and 
Russia's alone.

Listening in were U. S. Secretary 
of State Marshall, Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Andrei Y. Vish- 
insky and French Foreign Min- 
ister Robert Schuman. 

Vishinsky’s face was grim as he 
strode from the hall after the 
speech, 
| Bevin hinted that Britain en- 
visages the end of the United Na- 
tions unless a solution is found to 
the east-west crisis, and added: 

“If we cannot proceed on a 
world basis as we had hoped, we 
must proceed on a regional bas- 
is.” 

“The reason I am afraid (for 
the U. N.) is fundamentally a 
simple one,” Bevin declared. “It 
is that although they often put 
forward a point of view which can- 
not be disregarded and which 
should be intelligently discussed 
a minority in these matters reso- 
lutely refuses to accommodate it- 


self even in the slightest degree 
to the 


majority.” 

Bevin said an “onslaught is: be- 
ing made directly or indirectly on 
the rights of peoples and individ- 
uals. It is we who are on the de- 
fensive. It is we who are victims 
of a cold war raged against us all 
from Moscow. 

“The threat of war of nerves 
hangs over us in the activities of
